•®predicted that Germany, running in 


violation of most economic laws, would 
crack up sooner than this. Without an 
adequate gold reserve, with foreign 
trade ruthlessly cut, with capital in- 
vestments drying up, how does she 
manage to operate? 


The answer is reasonably plain. In 


1933 Germany found herself in much 
Ihc stfm'c position as we found our- 
selves. Hitler came into power about 
the time Roosevelt did. Both adopted 
the plan of raising funds by heavy bor- 
rowings. In six years Roosevelt bor- 
rowed nearly 20 billion dollars; Hitler 
borrowed 10 billion. This latter fig- 
ure is n minimum estimate. It may 
be as high as 12'A billion. This is an 
enormous figure for Germany—pro- 
portionately greater than the United 
Stales. Of course this has supplied and 
continues to supply a continuous flow 
of fresh funds 
into the economic 


system. 


But Hitler and' Roosevelt adoptee 


very different financial plans from this 
point on. Hitler pegged both prices anc 
wages at the point at which he fount 
them in 1933 Roosevelt announced his 
intention of doing everything in his 
power to raise both prices and wages 


Tax, Tax, Tax 


Then Hitler proceeded to tax. He 


taxed everybody, from the 
lowest 


workman to the richest capitalist. He 
literally drained everyone. Thus, when 
Roosevelt borrowed n billion 
and 


spent it, it went into private hands 
and rc'm'ained there. When he wanted 
to spend more money he had to bor- 
row another 
billion. 
When 
Hitler 


borrowed a billion it went into pri- 
vate hands and there he immediately 
recaptured it by means o£ drastic tax- 
ation so that he got it back and had it 
to spend again. 


We need pursvie the comparison no 


further Hitler thus kept the spending 
power of the people at the lowest point 
by keeping wages down, but he spread 
the income over a larger number of 
people Soon there were no unemploy- 
ed because all had work—work in the 
armament plants supported by this 
enormous borrowing and taxation 


But these people have little to spend 


even out of their low wages and high 
profits, because the government with- 
draws it all from them by taxes All 
this^ requires an iYn'mense amount of 
regulation ot the minutest variety.

Crying -Is the -Problem of Children Which Demands 


First Attention 


British physician has recently writ- 


ten a book called "Common HapDen- 
"igs in Childhood" in which-he dis- 
cusses, the problems which concern 
parents in the cnre of n child. The 
first of these problems is crying Men 
come'into life weeping and sometimes 
other men weep whenjlhey pass out. 


Why do babies cry when they are 


born? Most doctors believe that the 
baby cries because it is one of Nature's 


methods for making the baby expand 
the lungs. However, the lungs would 
expand if the baby merely took n lot of 
deep breaths instead of crying 


Experts say thnl the baby cries be- 


cause it needs oxygen at birth and lack 
of oxygon stimulates the breathing cen- 
Icr in the br.-iln mid that makes the 
baby cry 


Perhaps the baby cries because it is 


displeased or uncomfortable nt the lime 


of birth. -Vet:the evidence shows that 
babies sometimes cry even before thev 
arc born. 


It is pointed out that the cry of the 


baby at the time of birth is just the 
same kind of a cry that it makes short- 
ly after birth. At any time during the 
first few months of life, the child mny 
cry because it is hungry, because it 
is suffering with pain associated with 
indigestion, because it has accumu- 
lated gas in the bowels, or for any oth- 
er similar reason. 


It is interesting to oberve that dur- 


ing the first few weeks of Jifo when the 
cliild cries, it does not have tears. 
Tears come at various ages. Some 
babies have tears first when 'they are 
two months old and others may not 
until they are five months old One 
expert suys that he has seen tears in n 
baby just under one month old 


In any event, however, persistent 


crying and screaming is usuallly duo 
to some pain nnd may be due to ill 


health and unless soon brought under 
control, demand? medical Investigation. 


Some little babies arc naturally more 


emotional nnd excitable than are oth- 
ers. Excitable and'emotional parents 
induce excitable nnd emotional chil- 
dren. For example: The child of poor 
parents with just a 'moderate amount of 
attention. is likely to got up without 
shrieking every time it falls. 


On the other hand, the much attend- 


ed child is immediately picked up, 
comforted and Ibegged not to cry by 
the nurse or the mother. 


Frequently, therefore, the child thnl 


cries is unable to give proper attention 
to other reactions of the body so that 
excessive crying may frequently bo ac- 
companied with failure to control the 
bladder or the bowels, Shrieking and 
crying mny also result in exhaustion 
iu\(l fatigue.

Favors for Thanksgiving can be 


made from apples, acorns and cones, 
leaves, twigs, and pine needles of the 
woods and orchards. To make-Moth- 
er Apple cut a forked twig. With a 
string tie a' slraight setup near the 
end. This forms the arms. Sharpen 
the end and stick it into a small apple 
for the head. Whole cloves are put 
in place for the nose and eyes and a 
slash of the apple forms the mouth. 
Two large leaves are used to make the 
dress. Take off the stems and use 
them to pin the leaves together on the 
shoulders. A wide blade of grass 
makes the bell and a small leaf makts 
the bonnet which is lied in place wilh 
grass. 


An entire family can be made fol- 


lowing Ihe direclions for Ihe Apple 
Mother, Miss Bates suggest. Different 
sized twigs and leaves will be used. 
The men's coats may be made from a 
leaf split from the stem end to the 
center folded around the shoulders and 
lapped over in front and pinned with 
the stem.

Because most of us read the sober 


penny-pinching maxims of Poor Rich- 
ird while in grade schoool, we grow up 
with the idea that Benjamin Franklin 
vas the essence of the bourgeois vir- 
ues: a safe and sane man. cautious and 
jrudent, who smoehow became famous 
but who must have been just a litttle 
lull and unexciting.

relly was has been undertaken by Carl 
Van Doren; and in his new biography, 
"Benjamin Franklin" (Viking: J375) 
he succeeds magnificently. Beting on 
this book to win the Pulitzer prize next 
winter would beno more risky than 
was a bet on the Yankees in the last 
world series.

letters. What emerges is a man on the' 
order of Leonardo da Vinci, who was! 
interested in everything and whose' 
genius seemed capable of anything.'

'ever a man who fileled so 'many roles 
so notably?

Not only was Franklin one of the' 


most completely interesting of all 
Americans; the story of his life is also 
the stry of the birth of the American 
nation, for which Franklin was largely 
responsible. As biography, as history,' 
and as pure human-inteest character 
study, then, this bok is as absorbing a 
work as you are apt to encounter this 
fall.

Often, the 
club is ably to have regular meeting 
rooms, and members "chip in" tp fit 
out a darkroom with better equip- 
ment than each could afford by him- 
self.

simple. Camera fans simply get to-
